had already acquired control of a 


number of local and out-of-town banks 
which became known in the financial 
ivorld as the Morse chain of banks. At 


tho height of his fame, he was direc- 
tor' In twenty-six 
corporations 
and 


banks. Two of his most famous ex- 
ploits were engineering the formation 
of the American Ice company, and the 
consolidation 9^ several coastwise lines 
of steamers. 


Up to tho time of the suspension of 


the National Bank of North America, 
possibly no man In the banking world 
wus held in higher regard by bis asso- 
ciates In the financial field tlian Alfred 
H. Curtis. 


One of tho witnesses, 
during the 


trial, testified to the effect that "Curtis 
could not tell'an untruth if he wanted 
to." His career in tho financial field 
began at 16, when he entered the office 
of ii Wall street broker, leaving soon 
afterwards to'accept a, clerkship In UIB 
Bank of the Slate of 
New York. It 


was in this Institution that he formed 
the acquaintance of Morse. Curtis had 
risen through every grade 
until 
ho 


entered the position 
of 
cashiar. At 


that time President Edwards OT the 
Bank of the State of New York had 
differed with Morse on certain matters

bank »nd had taken advantage of his 
absence In Kuropc to depose him

director. Upon his return from abroad 
Morse acquired control of the stock of 
the bank arid ousted Edwards. It was 
In looking about for some one to fill 
Ills place that lie chanced on Curtis.

Banfc of the State of 
Now York, hia title and office was con- 
tinued over tho consolidated Institu- 
tions.
